First British Prince Jn Many Genera- 


tions AVho Has Turned to IteliKion 
or Siiidy For tlie Love of Them. 
Stories of Hill Naval Career and 
Later Life. 
George Frederick Ernest Albert, suc- 


cessor of King Edward VII., who with- 
in eighteen months has twice changed 
his rank and title, is an elusive per- 
sonage to Americans, though a very 
substantial and well liked one to his 
future subjects, says the Philadelphia 
Press. 
Americans chiefly remember 


him for his courtesy in suspending, as 
far as possible, the reception festivities 
in his honor in Canada last September 
when news of the McKinley tragedy 
reached his ear. 


Since his succession in 1891 to the 


position of heir apparent through his 
brother's death and his marriage in 
1S93 to Princess Mary of Teck, who 
always took so strong an interest in 
Albert Edward when he wore the 
"prince's feathers," the American peo- 
ple have somewhat lost sight of the 
man who sooner or later will reign 
over the British empire. 


Yet, if appearances may be believed, 


when Prince George ascends the throne 
they will have one of the most inter- 
esting characters, one of the most rad- 
ical departures from the mold in which 
British kings are cast, who has ever 
sat there. George'of Wales was trained 
for a sailor, not for a ruler, until fully 
grown to man's estate, and to this day, 
though no one has ever called him 
tactless, retains something of a_sea- 
raan's brusquerie and breezy way of 
looking at things. Furthermore, he is 
a bookworm, a student for the love of 
study and not of duty. England has 
not had a scholar king since the days 
of the gentle boy Edward VI., in the 
sixteenth century. He is also said to 
be deeply and unaffectedly religious, 
reading prayers every morning when 
on board ship. It has been long since 
any male head of the royal house of 
Hanover has been remarkable for his 
piety. 


Tbe prince is said, however, to pos- 


sess an abundance of a distinctly Han- 
overian and eminently British trait 
which may keep him, despite his deli- 
cate constitution and scholarly tastes, 
well to the fore. He is said to be so 
strong willed, not to term it despotic, 
that he has been called "old George 
111. come to life again." 


These are the three most conspicu- 


ous features in the makeup of the 
second son of Ki^g Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, who was born at Marlbor- 
ough House, London, June 3, 1865. 
lip to his seventeenth year his life 
was merely a duplication of that of his 
elder brother "Eddy," Duke of Clar- 
ence, for, both boys being rather frail 
in, constitution, they were sent to sea 
together, entering the training ship 
Britannia in 1ST", when Prince George, 
the youngest cadet ever received' on 
board, was only in his twelfth year. 
This experience has furnished -the 
English with a vast store of anecdotes 
by which they may some day prove 
what an "irrepressible" their king was 
in his youth. 
Although obedient to 


authority, his restless spirit devised 
all sorts of mischief which no grown- 
up could possibly think of prohibit- 
ing. He has to the present day a true 
sailor's tattoo on his wrist and, not 
satisfied with that, did his very best 
to get his beloved brother and pre- 
sumptive future sovereign tattooed on 
his royal nose. 


When newly entered on the training 


ship, he was seen standing with his 
bands in his pockets and his cap tilted 
back, "showing hair," as it is called 
on board, a heinous offense for a cadet 
to commit in his first year. 
"And 


what's your name?" sternly demanded 
one of his youthful seniors. 


"George," he answered bashfully. 
A roar of laughter greeted the reply, 


his assailants thinking they had some 
homebred "mammy pet" to deal with. 
"Come and see Georgie porgic, pudding 
and pic!" they cried to their comrades 
and 
were 
considerably astonished 


when their victim added coolly, "1'es, 
Gcorgio porgie of Wales." 


Another story shows a devotion to 


duty which augurs pleasantly for the 
future. In 1SSS his commander in chief 
received a message from the Prince of 
Wales saying that he wished to see his 
son at the Goodwood races. The mes- 
sage was duly delivered to Prince 
George. His answer was, "Well, sir, 
but what is to become of my torpedo 
boat?" "I think, Prince George." was 
the reply, "we can spare you for the 
day, and your father would like to see

During this trip he visited several 
places in Canada and one or two ports 
in the United States, and later on 
opened the industrial exhibition at Ja- 
maica on behalf of the queen.

"It happened," wrote a na\al expert

He showed, 
however, such skill, judgment and 
nerve in approaching, securing with 
wire hawser after several hours' effort 
and ultimately towing the craft into 
safety as won him high praise to the 
admiralty." 


In 1891, however, the sudden death 


of the Duke of Clarence changed the 
prospects of the "sailor prince," who 
had always been the more popular of 
the two brothers. 
He was created 


Duke of York in 1S92, and the next 
year married Princess Victoria Mary 
of Teck, his cousin. 


Princess Mary had been his brother's 


betrothed, but it was said that her 
secret preference had beau always for 
the younger brother. 
A\ hethcr this is 


true or not, the marriage has appar- 
ently been a most happy aud har- 
monious one. 
They have four chil- 


dren, Prince Edward of York, heir pre 
sumptive to the throne, born 1S')4; 
Prince Albert, born 1895; Princess Vic- 
toria, born 1S97, and Prince Henry, 
born 1900. In the summer of 1U01 tlie 
duke and duchess, as they were then, 
made a tour of the English colonies, 
setting foot on no soil that was not 
British wnen off their yacht Ophir. On 
the duke's return he was created 
Prince of Wales. 


The princess is, like her husband, 


English born, and has always been ex- 
tremely popular with her future sub- 
jects. 


One of the stories related of Prince 


George is that when about eight years 
old he was dining with his royal grand- 
mother, Queen Victoria, at Sandring- 
hain, says the New York Journal. For 
some childish prank he was reproved, 
whereupon he slipped unnoticed under 
the table and in a few minutes 
emerged without a stitch of clothing, 
to the dismay of his parents and 
grandmother. 
This and other stories 


got out, and as a lad the young prince 
was much more popular than his older 
brother, the Duke of Clarence.

GLASS FOB WINDOWS 


THE METHOD AND THE MATERIAL 


OF ITS MANUFACTURE. 


b Arsenic In the \Vindovra o 


an Ordinary House to Kill a Regl 
meat of Men—Process of the Tonk- 
boaae and the Fothonae. 
People who have glass windows in 


their homes do not know that the glass 
contains enough arsenic to make it a 
deadly poison. Glassmakers say tha 
the windows of an ordinary home con 
tain enough of this poison to kill a reg 
iment of men. The popular supposition 
that glass is made of sand is a correc 
one, but a quantity of other articles en 
ters into its composition. 


Window glass factories are divided 


into two departments, a tnnkhouse anc 
a pothouse. The process of glassmak 
ing in one of those departments is prac 
tically the same as in the other. In the 
tankhouse the glass is all melted in im 
mense tanks which will hold thou 
sands of tons. In the pothouse the 
glass is made in pots. 


After the fires are lighted and a tank 


is heated the glass mixture is shovelec 
in. It includes glass left over from the 
former season, glass refuse, sand and 
salt cake. Arsenic is not used in the 
tankhouse for the reason that the- heat 
is so intense that the drug is volatilized 
and escapes into the air without enter- 
ing the mixture. As one mixture melts 
and flows to one end of a tank fresh 
supplies are shoveled in at the other 
end. 


The 
molten 
mass 
seethes 
and 


"works" in a manner similar to that of 
a mash in a distillery. From the salt 
cake comes a salt water that has to be 
separated from the mass, and the east 
est way to remove it is to burn it out. 
This is done by throwing stove wood 
into the tank on top of the molten 
glass. The water is converted into 
steam, which is destroyed By the in- 
tense heat from the glass. The melted 
glass is then skimmed by an automatic 
skimmer, and it is ready for the gath 
erer. 


A gatherer thrusts a long steel blow- 


pipe into one of the rings at the lower 
end of the tank. He twists and turns 
it until a small ball of glass gathers on 
the end. This ball is partially cooled, 
polished by being turned in a box of 
sawdust and then passed on to the 
blower, who heats it again until it be- 
comes like taffy. The blower swings 
the ball over a pit that is twelve feet 
deep and rapidly blows it into an elon- 
;ated pear shape. When a. blower is 
through, the melted glass becomes a 
perfect cylinder about 5 feet long and 
2 feet across. It then passes to a "snap- 
per," wb.o takes ft to a rack and breaks 
lie roller loose from the blowpipe. 
The snapper gathers a small lump 


of melted glass on the end of a rod 
•md dexterously runs a narrow ribbon 
of the stuff around the ends of the 
roller, both at the blowpipe end and 
the closed, end. 
The little ribbons of 


melted, glass cool" in a few seconds, 
when they are removed, leaving a nar- 
row zone of almost redhot glass 
around the rollers at each end. Then, 
along a tool thai; resembles a soldering 
iron, the snapper rubs it for a moment 
on his forehead, and when the point of 
t is moistened with perspiration he 
runs the iron around the rollers at the 
leated spot 
The glass cracks and 


separates as cleanly as if cut with a 
diamond, the blowpipe is removed, and 
he closed cylinder has become a roller 
and is then ready to go to the flat- 
:ener. 


The flattener works in another part 


of the building, where are located the 
flattening ovens. These ovens are heat- 
ed to a temperature sufficient to soften 
:he glass so that it may be rolled out 
nto sheets. A series of fireclay tables 
>laced in a circle like the spokes of a 
wheel revolve in the ovens, and on 
:hese tables the rollers are flattened. 
They are placed inside, allowed to be- 
come hot, and then a cold iron is run 
along the inside from end to end. The 
contact of the iron cuts the glass, 
which is then straightened out upon 
he table. 
The flattener has a number of billets 
f green wood attached to long iron 


handles, and with these billets, which 
are shaped in such a manner as to do 
he work expected of them, he "irons" 
he softened sheet of glass until it is 
>erfectly flat and smooth. The tables 
nside the oven revolve, the flattened 
sheet is carried away, and another roll- 
er is brought into position before the 
flattener. As the flattened-sheets cool 
hey are lifted to a place on a long 
raveling rack, on which they are by 
tages removed from the ovens, being 
allowed to cool as they go. This is done 
n order that the glass may not be 
shattered by too quick an exposure to 
he air. 
When the sheets are taken from the 
latter.ing ovens, they are covered with 


greasy, dirty looking coat of chem- 


cals—soda, potash, silicates of the dif- 
'erent salts, etc.—which must be re- 
moved, and for this purpose the rough 
heets are placed in an acid bath corn- 
rosed of hydrochloric and sulphuric 
acids more or less diluted. After their 
mmersion in this bath the "sheets are 
taken to the cutting room, where work- 
men cut them into sizes and make 
hem ready for the packers. Hardly a 
icrap of the glass except the rough 
'dges is wasted. In fact, none is wast- 
ed, as all refuse goes back to be nielt- 


After the cutters have finished 


heir work the glass is packed in boxes 
nd is then ready 'for the market.—I n- 
.ianapolis News.

BLOCK SIGNALS 


To Be Established on the Buckeye 


Lake Interurban—Newark and 


-i* 
Reorganization. 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 


A block system is to be established j 


by the Columbus, Buckeye Lake and 
Newark Traction company and thef 
Grove City division, to extend along 
the entire length of the roads. 


The interurban are taking on grad- 


ually the style of the steam railroads, 
aii<l this latest movement is for the 
safety of passengers as well as for the 
presenation of the property 
of the 


roads. The system to be installed is to 
be placed at every switch along the 
two roads mentioned and is eventual- 
ly to be used on all lines in operation 
and pi ejected. 


The system adopted by the 
TCP is 


consists of blocks at each end of ev-, 
ery switch. The system is operated 
by the trolley wheel of the cars.

motorman of another car coming from 
the opposite direction sees this red 
light and he knows that the single 
track i? blocked. He cannot leave the 
switch until the car passes him, and 
throws the white light into positon on 
the block.

At a meeting of the stockholders of 


the Utica Gas Company Tuesday night 
the directors were given power to is- 
sue addtional stock to any amount not 
exceedng $10,000 or to borrow money 
not exceeding $5,000 ,on bonds, or they 
may do both, if necessary This power 
is given for use in case it may at any 
as there is money enough in the treas- 
are that no part of it will be required, 
as there s money enough in the treas- 
ury or due to come in soon, to corn- 
•plete the second well and pipe the 
town. 


At a meeting it was announced that 


the secretary had the signature of ev- 
ery stockholder waiving the 30 days' 
notice of such action as required by 
law, and the unanimous waiver quali- 
fied them to pass resolutions to raise 
money at once by a vote of two-thirds. 
-*. 
Voting proxies had also been secured 
by the secretary 
from nearly all ab- 


sent stockholders. 


The first resolution offered was to 


authorize the issue of stock in any 
amount up to $10,000. It carried by a 
vote of 811 yea to 105 nay. 
Another 


resolution was offered authorizing the 
borrowing on bonds in any sum up to 
$.i,000 
It carried by a vote of 849 


yea to 101 nay. 


The directors explained that in no 


case would either stock or bonds be is- 
sued to exceed such amount as proved 
to be necessary. 
They stated further 


that they had decided by unanimuos 
vote to pipe Utica with two-inch pipe 
lines and were in position to get the 
material at such a price that they
